The room was filled with 
Watergate residents when the 
March 8th meeting of the ANC 
began at St. Mary’s Court.

made smaller to allow more traf- 
fic to pass by it unrestricted; 
new shops built over Peoples 
Drugs and over the deli area; 
moving the deli in front of the 
drugstore and making it larger 
for a food seating capacity; 
pedestrian bridges stretched in- 
to the shopping area; and with 
the deli moved the stores in 
back would be more open to 
trade.

As Sapenfield spoke laying 
out the suggested plan and 
showing drawings of all his 
changes on behalf of the own- 
er, a British holding company, 
everyone listened, but no one 
who was present was in favor of 
any of the major changes pro- 
posed.

squarely on the pancake-shaped 
peninsula about 30 feet from the 
edge of the Potomac River is a 
gray-washed building housing a 
gift shop, snack place, restau- 
rant and bar.

The marina is a comforta- 
ble trip that’s just about 15 
minutes by car or around an 
hour by bike. If you’re biking 
it, pick up the trail at Thomp- 
son’s Boat House, go over Me- 
morial Bridge, and stay to the 
left when you come off the 
bridge. If you’re driving, also go 
across Memorial Bridge, follow 
the signs to Alexandria (also 
along the river) and the marina’s 
to your left past National Air- 
port. (Note: the entrance isn’t 
well marked — look for it when 
the center median fills up with 
big oak-type trees.) 

By all means dilly-dally before 
or after you visit the marina. 
The trail and road beyond the 
marina are smooth and beauti- 
ful. 

So don’t be lazy — get up, get 
out, and get going — Beyond 
the Bottom!
